blllly of petroleum for fuel forms au interesting 
chapter iu tho history of modern discoveries.— 
Emlucul seicutlllc minds lu Ihe Old and New 
World have, lor the last fc* years, devoted their 
attention to the subject, aud tho Uovcrutuents of 
Ihe Uuited States aud Europe have aided their 
researches It Is somewhat flittering to our na- 
lluiial ->ride lo know that, sofai, Amerlcao'in- 
ventors appear to be ahead lu practical results. 
A brief review of the discoveries lhal have been 
already made In both couulrles will more clearly 
illustrate Ihe progress thai has beeu attained, 
aud afford a basis for calculaliug further rcsullz.

experiments were made at Milwall, lu the pres- 
ence of scientific meu and Government officers 
winch afforded salisfaeloiy results. Thu experl- 
uiouts were made with shale oil, which Is obtalu- 
cd by distillation from a kind of bituminous slate 
that abounds lu various parts of England, aad 
which is inferior to American petroleum in many 
respects. The mechanical appllancea were crude 
and imperfect., but tho remits poinl the way to 
further improvements. 


The boiler wag a common one, und the oil was 


conducted to u red hot iulcru.il plate or pan, 
where il was converted into inflammable gases. 
A large amount of carbon vvas deposited by this 
proeibs upon the geuemtor, wiiich was seriously 
ob&tructed in consequence.

This 
principle underlies nil the experiments for the 
nilaplion ol peti oleum for fuel. 
The fluid is 


converted Into gases for comiiusllon, Ihe SBine as 
coal, bul with this elffereucc, that the process is 
much more economical hi the case of petroleum. 
llie Milvvull expcrimeuts demonstrated that 
evet} pound ol cJrlion couverted iuto gas repre- 
sented u gain of heal sufficient lo convert eleven 
pouuds ot boiling vv-nlerinlo steam.
